PY Matsler seeks the board post 
now held by L. Polk Dodson Jr., 
who also is a candidate. Dodson 
was appointed to the board a year 
‘ago to fill an unexpired term and 
now seeks election to his first 
full term. 

Matsler, who resides at 315 Cen- 


tral avenue in North Palo Alto and | 


operates a service station in Menlo 
Park, at Bayshore near Willow read, 
listed several points in his state- 
ment of policy. 

He emphasized that he is not 
critical of the physical operations 
of the fire district and that he feels 
the district efficiency in fire com- 
bat and prevention is reflected by 
its low insurance rates. 

We also declared that he will not 
move for any shakeup in fire de- 
partment personnel should he be 
elected.

Officials Explain” 
Instructions 
To Abate Weeds 


An explanation of weed abate- 
ment notices which have been mail- 
ed to property owners in the un- 
incorporated area of the Menlo 
Park fire district was made this 
week by Chief Thomas Cuff and 
Marshal Ed Wickstrom, who said 
g@ umerous inquiries have been re- 
ceived as to purpose of the notices. 

They said chat unlike municipal 
governments, the fire district is not 
required to post each property on 
which weeds cause a fire hazard. 
Instead, the district mails notices 
te all property owners in the un- 
incorporated section rather than 
make a lot-bv-lot check on weed 
conditions. 

“This is faster and much more 
economical,” Cuff and Wickstrom 
@said. “The notice does not mean 
that every property owner has a 
hazardous condition caused by 
weeds. If a person receiving a not- 
ice has no weeds growing on his 
property, he should ignore the not- 
ice. 

“In the cases of property on which 
weeds are growing, owners may re- 
move them voluntarily. Otherwise, 
the fire district will abate the nuis- 
ance and the cost will be assessed 
e@#eainst the property.” 

About 5000 notices have been 
mailed, the fire officials said.

Hits $1150 In 
Red Cross Drive 


Drive for funds for the Sequoia 
Chapter, American Red Cross, will 
have to take a big spurt this week- 
end if the campaign is to be com- 
pleted by Monday, as had been 
hoped by campaign heads. 

Goal is $36,033, and on Thursday 
$6339.40 had been reported. Mrs.

$1229.25 from Atherton. Chair- 
men for Menlo Park and Atherton 
expect these totals to be boosted 
considerably when more of the 
volunteers report. 

John Noelke is chairman for the 
Menlo Park area, and George Moore 
is chairman for Atherton. Verne L. 
Seybold of Menlo Park is general 
vice chairman for the chapter’s 
drive. 

Mrs. William Torrance, director 
of the American Red Cross visit- 
ing nurse service in San Mateo 
County, has issued an appeal to the 
public to continue its support of 
this service. 

Serving the Sequoia Chapter area, 
which includes Redwood City south 
to the county line, are Miss Esther 
Kuffler, PHN, and Mrs. R. C. Da- 
mon, RN. In 1948 they made 19,- 
516 visits to 2454 cases in this area. 

Mrs. Vincent Malone, director 
of the Red Cross home service 
department for Sequoia Chapter, 
also stressed the need for financ- 
ial assistance. She said the home 
service department averages 100 
cases a month. 

These are just a few of the many 
services of the Red Cross, John R. 
Ball, general chairman of the drive, 
pointed out.

Vote On School 
Tax Change Is 
Reset For May 10 


In order to meet legal require- 
ments, a special election of the 
Menlo Park elementary school dist- 
rict on a proposed change in the 
tax structure wiil be held May 10 
rather than April 19 as announced 
earlier, Superintendent Mel Hom- 
feld reports. 

Homfeld said that a recheck of 
the e.ection statutes determined 
that notice of the election must be 
published 60 days in advance. Not- 
ice was published this week to per- 
mit the election being held May 10. 

The proposal is to replace a 
present permissive levy of $1.10 for 
building with a 60-cent rate that 
could be used for general purposes. 
Including the current 90-cent levy 
for general operations, the overall 
tax for all purposes would be $1.50. 
The overall rate now is $1.66, in- 
cluding the 90-cent general rate and 
76 cents of the permissive $1.10,

Council Asks 
Meeting On 
Bus Service 


A move to obtain direct bus ser- 
vice between downtown Menlo Park 
and the recently-annexed Belle 
Haven-Suburban Park area was 
‘given new impetus by the city coun- 
cil at its meeting Tuesday night. 

Councilmen voted to seek an in- 
formal meeting of all groups con- 
cerned with establishment of direct 
bus service. City Mahager Cecil 
Longson already had been instruct- 
ed by council to confer with Palo 
Alto City Lines, operator of the pre- 

sent routes, and seek a direct ser- 
vice. 

A week ago, the Menlo Park 
chamber of commerce referred to 
its merchants a like proposal. To 
date, the bus company has indi- 
cated a reluctance to change pre- 
sent routings in favor of a direct 
line. 

In a second matter concerning 
Belle Haven and Suburban Park, 
council was told by Police Chief 
George Potter than automobile own- 
ers are parking their cars on the 
rolling sidewalks in the newly-an- 
nexed areas, forcing pedestrians to 
walk around them into the streets 
and creating a traffic hazard. 

Potter said that warning tickets 
now are being issued, but that cita- 
tions will be given if the practice 
continues. 


Action Deferred 
On Self-Serve 
Station Control 


Menlo Park city, council Tuesday 
night deferred action on a proposed 
ordinance governing _ self-service 
gasoline stations after Councilmen 
Wallace Brown and Daniel Hayes 
pointed out no permit applications 
for such stations yet have been 
made. 

At a meeting two weeks ago, a 
group of service station owners 
submitted a petition asking an or- 
dinance prohibiting self-serve es- 
tablishments. 

Councilmen on Tuesday night 
received a _ letter from Chief 
Thomas Cuff of the Menlo Park 
fire district stating that the fire 
commission has investigated such 
stations and has found “fire ex- 
perience very satisfactory.” Cuff 
added the commission can see no 
reason why such businesses can- 

not be established at properly 
zoned sites in Menlo Park, but 
pointed out a stringent city or- 
dinance controlling the stations 
should be enacted in conjunction 
with one to be enacted by the fire 
district. 

In other actions Tuesday night, 
the council: 

1. Introduced an ordinance el- 
iminating alternates for the recrea- 
tion commission, and inviting..the 
Menlo Park, Ravenswood and Las 
Lomitas school districts and the 
city council to have ex-officio re- 
presentatives on the commission. 

2. Received a petition from J. A.

Last week, the RECORDER announced the winners in a 
contest on suggestions for a better hometown newspaper and 
a better city. On this page appear the first prize letter, sub- 
mitted by Mrs. Leona H. Jakobsen, and a discussion by Mayor 
Burgess on those points in the letter that concern the Menlo 
Park city government. 


Purpose of this editorial is to discuss those portions of 
the letter dealing with the RECORDER, Menlo Park’s home- 
town newspaper. 


Mrs. Jakobsen points out the need for increased news- 
paper advertising and circulation as a community service. We 
heartily agree, and are happy to point out that RECORDER 
advertising and circulation both are increasing rapidly.

In this we concur. Number one on the RECCRDER’S [ist 
of planned improvements is the development not only of a 
society department, but a women’s section that will include 
not only social notes, but other news of interest to feminine 
readers. We are certain that this will be an actuality soon. 


The letter also points out that Thursday is a better day 
than Friday for publication, since market advertising features 
weekend specials. 


Publication on Thursday rather than Friday involves some 
mechanical problems. We are endeavoring to solve these 
problems and are hopeful that eventually, Thursday publi- 
cation will be possible.
